After a long hiatus since building the display board for this LF-HF superhet, 
PIC microprocessor controlled kit receiver, I finally took the bull by the 
horns and spent every evening on the main board until finished at 4AM last 
Sat. morning. Took about 22 plus hours total, with sessions as much as 4 
hours at a time. (This was my warmup to the K2, since this had over 400 
parts.) 


This is a great SWL receiver. It is a good entry level receiver for someone 
aspiring to be a ham, and wanting to listen around to both ham bands and SWL 
bands. Now I am NOT saying it is an entry kit!!!! Nor is it set up for 
transceiving. But it runs circles around the S38D I started with in 1957! 


It requires a magnifier and small tipped iron, a couple sizes of solder to get 
good looking joints, and patience! It is all discrete parts and transistors 
and IC's, no surface mount. Only the microprocessor is socketed. Coils are 
prewound, or are transformers. You do install cans on some coils, and around 
RF and VCO stages after they are in the board. 


However, there are NO toroids to wind! 


It does need a shielded antenna lead in, to avoid the last 15 feet of lead in 
picking up the harmonics of the multiplexed display digits, as they say in the 
manual. There is likely a fix that could be done by spray on shielding inside 
the plastic front panel, and ensuring that the clam shell steel case top and 
bottom pieces make a tight RF seal, by perhaps use of additional fasteners, or 
shielding the front display board. I mainly noticed this on 10M, and only 
above the CW portion at that. Those who have reported on this before might 
want to check the bonding of the circuit board grounds to the brackets and 
solder the brackets to the chassis, instead of relying on the rivets to 
provide adequate grounding. This has not been tested, but just an 
observation. 


However, it is a very sensitive receiver front end, and I found it did a 
better job with weak stations on 80M and 160M than my Kenwood 450! with or 
without its RF amplifier! A transceiver receiver 10 times more 


expensive was outclassed on receive by one 1/10 as expensive! 


The receiver pulled in a U.K. ham this morning on 12 Meters on the Gap 
vertical. The built in speaker is adequate, but an enclosed speaker used in 
the headphone jack does sound better with its baffle. 10M has been pretty busy 
as well as the other ham bands. 


Over the weekend, the first SWL DX was NHK Tokyo, Saturday mid morning; 
broadcasting on 9 MHz band to Thailand, in a regional SW broadcast, probably 
directional, and thus coming to my Texas vertical on long path. The signal 
character and QSB confirmed its origin was not by a relay broadcast. 


Other DX ham stations have been heard all over South America, Mexico, France, 
and Canada with just cursory listening. The stability is excellent, in 
copying some special event stations over several hours, and being able to come 
back to the same frequency by memory recall, or direct tuning. The tuning 
steps are set up for SWL use, and take some getting used to, for ham band use. 
There is a CLARIFIER control, for fine tuning CW and SSB, and to a lesser 
extent, AM. But the steps are 100k Hz, 5 kHz and 2.5 kHz. Thus, signals seem 
to drop into the IF filters at 45 MHz and 455 kHz. Even though set up for SSB 
use, the CW selectivity in copying is not any worse than many older tube era 
receivers of general coverage, and in fact, it sounded a lot like a more 
stable version of my old Hallicrafters, but with cleaner CW tones, and no 
drift! The 100 kHz step is used to go from band to band, or quickly go from 
CW to high end of 10M. 


It is really neat to have a receiver that could be tested as I went with no 
more test equipment than itself as a signal source, a DVM, and finally with 
off the air signals of CHU and WWV to set the microprocessor clock right on, 
for all the digital freq. readouts to be accurate. It was fun to switch from 
20 MHz, to 10, and to 5 and hear WWV not vary one bit! 


I do not really have a LF antenna, but I did hear the LF beacons below the MF 
broadcast band. This radio does a fine job of MF AM reception, of course, but 
is really pleasant with its product detector for SSB and CW as well. The RF 
(AGC controlled) attenuator is neat as well. You have it stomp down on over 
5,9 stateside full gallons talking to DX, and then you hear it and the noise 
floor come back up, when it jacks up the DX signal to useable level at only 
half way up the audio gain pot. It is smooth and pleasant to listen to. 


This radio is not a current miser, thus, it is not likely a candidate for 
backpacking. But how many backpack radios have 15 memories? With the steel 
case, it is very stable on the desk, and feels great. 


What I got this radio for, and what I think it fulfills nicely, is to have a 
really good looking, small all band SW receiver in the living room, which I 
can place next to the easy chair, and while watching TV check on band openings 
using stereo headphones so as not to disturb the family. I think I will 


experiment with perhaps a rotor cable dipole set under the eaves outside the 
living room window, since that is the long side of the house, and I could 
probably get a 20M full size dipole out there, and I already found the 
receiver did a good job on lower bands when reception was done on my attic 20M 
tri dipole system, (20,15,10). 

For receive only, either small coax, or even the small diameter shielded audio 
mic cable from Radio Shack would be suitable lead in. 


The parts were good quality, (except for having a bad thread on one 
countersunk speaker shelf screw). The manual exceeds Heathkits' best, and is 
broken into logical circuit subsections which can be tested as you go. This 
kit is well worth the $195 price. This is a fun kit!

Yep. Been there, done that. You probably have DC on your volume 
control. The high side of the volume control should be AC coupled 
to the output of the previous stage. Otherwise, as you raise the 
volume, the capacitor to the input of the next stage (the 386) 
needs to change its charge. 


In the case of a volume increase, the voltage across the cap needs 
to increase. The charging current will mess up the input bias current 
of the next stage, and cause lots of noise to boot.

Hi All, 
Several people have asked what kind of antenna I was using 
and how it was made. I'll post here in case others also 


want to know. 


My antenna is an inverted vee. I took my sloping 80m dipole 
down and added about 65' of wire on each end. 


It is now too long to pull up by one end so I did it from 
the middle and made an inverted vee out of it. 


The feed line is 75 ohm CATV Drop line. 
The center insulator is made from a small chuck of PlyWood. 


I drilled holes in the plywood for the feedline and wire 
elements. 


All connections are made with wire nuts. (The wire nuts only 
make the connection. The wires are knotted to hold them 
to the plywood). 


Checked it with the MFJ and Autek and it's 1:1 at 1830 with 
NO trimming! I think that's the first time I ever got that 
lucky and didn't have to play with the size and etc. 


The apex is at about 70-75'. One end (West) is tied to some 
sage brush and the other end is tied off at the barn about 
10' up. (The barn has a metal roof about 45' x 70'). 

Full size antennas for 160m are big but many people on small 
lots with a 50' tower will do antennas like this and bend 
them around their lots and some of them really seem to work 
well. 

Always remember this FACT: 

ANY ANTENNA IS BETTER THAN NO ANTENNA. 


So try anything and improve it from there!

I put up my usual inverted L for the 160M contest season. It is 165' long, 
32' up and the rest horizontal. I match it at the feedpoint with about 
AOOpF for 1.2:1 SWR at 1.850MHz. The 3:1 bandwidth is from 1.80-1.89 when 
using 4 130 foot radials. 


Now in the March 1998 QST is a "Reduced Size Half Sloper" by WD8DSB. I 
could get the feedpoint up at 40' using a different tree and go with his 
design. But I am having trouble figuring out which one is "better". i.e. 
more efficient. I doubt that either way I can rouse up the DX but I would 
like to bag the 10 states I need for WAS160. 


Any ideas? It is a lot less wire but the feedpoint is sure up high.

Yes, the new QRPp xis* amazing. I've told Doug many times that for a 
journal that's put together by an "amateur" editor (and that's not meant to 
be in any way denigrating... the man is, after all, a biology teacher and 
not an editor by trade), QRPp is a publication that is the equal of and, in 
some cases, superior to alleged technical journals compiled by alleged 
professionals. I xam*x a professional editor and have been for 17 years, and 
I wonder whether I could ever do what Doug is doing in QRPp. His love for 
QRP jumps out of every issue. He's getting better at it as he goes along, 
too. 


I've shown QRPp to colleagues of mine in the technical trade press, 
including editors of Electronic Design (I used to be one myself), and they 
agree that the level of technical content in QRPp is x*veryx high. Keep in 
mind that none of these people are hams, but most are engineers. Every one 
who's seen QRPp marvels that it's done by one guy who's not an engineer and 
not a publishing pro. If they only knew the half of it... the half being 
all the xotherx stuff that Doug does. 


Some may question the concept of a single-topic issue. If you participated 
in Elmer 101, it's old news. If you have no interest in the subject, it's 
noise. I would say that if at first glance it seems uninteresting and too 
specific to the SW-40+, give it a chance. There is so much valuable 
information that's applicable to QRP rigs in general that it somehow 
transcends its single-topic nature and takes on the character of a generic 
text on QRP circuit design. JI spent an hour or so with the issue late last 
night and, as you point out, it is so well done that it's now got me 
thinking about buying the kit and going through the process of building it 
as if I were participating. I'm sure many NorCal members will do exactly 
that. The only drawback I can see to doing it now is that you won't have 
the same level of back-and-forth with the Elmers. But I'm certain that if 
one had questions, one could get answers on QRP-L, probably from the same 
individuals who were so central to Elmer 101 in the first place. 


So, I must second your kudos to Doug and extend them to everyone involved 
in the Elmer 101 project. It stands as a testament to what a fantastic 
resource QRP-L is when everyone's hearts and minds are in it and when 
energies are channeled in an appropriate direction. And as far as QRPp 
goes, the bar has been raised again. I've said it before and I'll say it 
again: Doug H. is one of my QRP heroes.

For us who like to operate out-of-doors, this is just what the 
doctor ordered. The one described uses a 3.75 hp B&S engine and a squirrel 
cage electric motor and can put out about 1000 watts.

I know that this sounds like QRO, but in comparison to a 500 
megawatt power station generator, this one is just a QRP baby!

This message consists of two parts. It is split due to its size. 

Last week I solicited comments concerning a minimalist transceiver 
design using modular construction. I named it the MINI-L. The response 
from members of this list was overwhelmingly in favor. Therefore, I am 
taking the next step---the official announcement. 


My plan is to draw talent from the resources of qrp-1l to create, test 
and debug a simple, practical modular CW transceiver people can build 
with minimal test equipment and experience. Actually, most of the rig 
has already been designed (by me) with some modules having been built 
and tested. Anyhow, the xbasic*x unit will be functional, but without 
the usual bells or whistles. Initial performance is expected to be 
somewhat better than the 40-9er and Pixie II but still no barn-burner. 
However, modules can be built to add features and flexibility. 


DESIGN GOALS AND PARAMETERS (nothing is chiseled in stone) 


The rig can be built as a stand alone receiver, transmitter or 
integrated transceiver. Parts lists and design information will be 
available for operation on the 40, 20, 17 or 15 meter bands. Operation 
on 30, 12 and 10 meters may also be included. No plans for 6 
meters....sorry. It will be VFO controlled with the tuning range set by 
the builder. The finished rig will not fit into an Altoids tin. 


CONSTRUCTION 


The individual modules are targeted to fit on Radio Shack perfboards 
(Cat. No. 276-149A). These boards measure 2 7/8" by 2 13/16" and are 
indexed by columns and rows. The modules may be mounted on a 
"motherboard" made from another Radio Shack perfboard (Cat. No. 
276-158B). The motherboard measures 3 11/16" by 2 13/16" and will be 
wired as a “universal bus". That is, power and ground leads will run 
the length of the board. If feasible, signal, I/O and control lines 
will also be on the motherboard. 


On both boards, columns are labeled with letters and rows with numbers. 
Surrounding each hole (the intersection of a row and column) is a copper 
solder ring on the bottom of the board. Component leads will be 
inserted into the holes, formed and soldered into place. Step by step 
assembly instructions will be written to look something like this: 


Install resistor R7 (1k -- brown-black-red) in holes C4 and C8. Route 
the lead in hole C4 to pad C2 to pad G2 to pad G5. Solder to pin 2 of 
Ic3. 


There are no plans to design PC boards for this project. My feeling is 
that PC boards restrict component selection unnecessarily. Besides, 
this project is intended to help people make the transition from kits to 
building from scratch. 


Suitable enclosures for the finished rig are up to the builder. 
However, I suspect someone might come up with a plastic cabinet design 
that might fit ..... ahem.

THE RECEIVER 


The receiver will be direct conversion. There are NO plans to upgrade 
it to a superhet. Chip lineup will be our old friends, the NE602 and 
LM386. Why? Because they're cheap, readily available and they work. A 
great deal of design emphasis will be placed on eliminating a.m. 
broadcast interference common to many simple direct conversion 
receivers. Add-on modules will probably include an a.f£. preamplifier, 
active audio filter, S-meter and perhaps an r.f. amplifier. 


THE VFO 


The frequency generation scheme is based on another NE602 configured as 
a hetrodyne VFO. A crystal oscillator feeds one mixer port and a 3.0 
MHz VFO will feed the other. The sum of the two signals will be routed 
to a bandpass filter and applied to the VFO port of the receiver. 
Standard frequency, over-the-counter microprocessor crystals will be 
used to help keep the cost down. 


THE TRANSMITTER 


The basic transmitter will be as simple as possible consistent with a 
clean, stable signal. Initial power will be in the 1-2 watt range. 
Accessories may include such things as a receiver mute switch (for QSK 
operation), RIT, metering and a TiCK keyer chip for both keying and 
sidetone generation. 


WHO OWNS IT WHEN IT'S DONE? 


In a nutshell, nobody will own the final design. Not me, not qrp-l, not 
the people who contributed to it. It will be placed in the public 
domain. 


It is my intent that this project be made readily available to anyone 
who wants it. If Doug Hendricks wants to publish it in QRPp, he is 
welcome to it. The same goes for QQ, SPRAT as well as local club 
newsletters. Nobody gets an exclusive. 


I intend to place full construction details on my own web page and will 
make the HTML files available to anyone who else wants to do the same. 


Weekly updates and progress reports will be sent to the members of this 
list. 


Another message to qrp-l will be forthcoming. It will be a request for 
volunteers. In it I will outline my philosophy toward the project and 
what I feel we will need to do transform the MINI-L from concept to a 
reality. 


Comments are welcome. But please, preface your e-mail messages with 
MINI-L so that those not interested in the project can filter them out.

I haven't been reading the list but for a few days, so please excuse me if 
these questions have been answered recently. I'm reading with great 

interest threads such as reccomended suppliers and useful homebrewing 
inventory. The MINI-L project looks fantastic; right up my alley! In 

today's mail I received both a SW-40+ and a long-awaited letter from the 

FCC, so I'm eagerly anticipating building my first 2-way rig. Some questions: 


+ Are there any significant reasons not to use RCA connectors for QRP RF 
connections? They're cheap and easy. I'm ignorant of the intricacies of 
impedance matching and antennas, but I have a feeling I'm already taking 
something of a detour from standard practice by planning to use some 75 ohm 
RG58 I found in an abandoned attic as feed line. 


+ Can someone point me to a (cheap) supplier of .100" headers AND the 
female connectors/harnesses/whatever to use with the headers? I was too 
cheap to buy Dave's case kit, but his header-harness scheme is exactly 
something I've been searching for since before the folks at a NJQRP meeting 
were amused by my wire-wrapped DC receiver with a a butchered ribbon cable 
connecting the innards to the "user interface." (Clark Fishmann then very 
patiently helped me find a (another?) serious error I'd made in my 
attempt.) I've seen suitable-looking headers in Mouser & other places, but 
nothing to connect to the headers. 


+ I've built two receivers, and both were plagued by (among many other 
things) noisy pot's. They were mostly Radio Shack pot's. How/where should I 
obtain inexpensive potentiometers which don't create a lot of noise 
whenever I adjust them? Am I dreaming? Or were the pot's I was using simply 
old? 


+ One of the primary motivations which caused me to purchase the SW-40+ as 
opposed to any other particular kit was the admonition Harry, WA3PTG, who 
told me about all the discussions which had happened on QRP-L about that 
kit. I understand this is the "Elmer 101" project and that I am to regret 
not (yet?) being a subscriber to QRPp. Can anyone point me, though, to a 
web-site where somebody might have collected all those posts concerning the 
kit? There's a lot of history to plow through in the QRP-L archives if I 
was to attempt such a compilation from scratch. 


If someone is foolish enough to reply to me by direct e-mail, they may run 
the risk of being pummelled by volumes of future questions. I have a large 
ignorance-gap which needs to be overcome. I would appreciate, though, any 
pointers which might be offered.

Hi Bill, 

After many years away from any building of ham gear I made the "mistake" of 
subscribing to the QRP-L list. Boy what an infectious bunch! I now have 
about seven kits stacked up waiting for me to get to them not to mention 


some 16,000 surface mount components in little envelopes. 


I, like you, wanted to build my own rig. What I wanted was as much 


flexability as I could get for experimentation, I operate enough to get a 
feel for the rig and have some fun but primarily I am an experimenter. 


After reading through the QRP Power book I opted for the Direct Conversion 
approach for a start and chose the miniR2 from Kange because it drew less 
current thus being more flwxible for portable operation but still had good 
performence characteristics. I figured I can add an "active" speaker if I 
want when not operating in a battery conservation mode. 


The board went together very easily and I am now working on the vfo, then 
the front end. 


I haven't fired up the miniR2 yet but I have no reason to doubt its 
performance based on all the comments I have read. 


I would suggest this approach because it will give you a reliable "base" 
from which to start that is very flexible and can be put on any band as long 
as you can stabilize the VFO. 


Good luck whichever you choose and let us hear about your progress.

I don't think you can "over erase" one of these devices. However, all UV 
erasable components will have a recommended exposure of UV to complete 
the erasure, usually in Watt Seconds per square CM. Your eprom eraser 
also has a Watts per square CM rating. The total time needed is the 
integrated exposure. 


Example, my eraser has a rating of 6800 microwatts per square CM. The 
eproms I'm erasing require 10 watt seconds per square CM. So, 10 / 
6800x10-6 = 1470 seconds, or 24.5 minutes. 


Remember also that the tubes in the eraser will get weaker as they are 
used. The instructions say that after 1000 hours the intensity is down 
%50. I think the thing to remember is not to under erase the devices, as 
unreliable operation can result.

Better is kind of vague, but from your description, which selectivity 
wasn't mentioned, I'd have to vote for the R2. One of it's advantages is 
that you are building two almost identical receivers, so getting it working 
is a bit easier as you have one side to compare to the other. Also, the 
phasing design I think is less complicated, even though it may require more 
parts then some superhet designs. I also think that a narrow receive 
bandwidth can easily be obtained with the addition of a SCAF bandpass 
section. Also, if you're DDS and DSP inclined, it's the perfect testbed.
